port. , She show ed th e reporter a half 
loaf of dried bread and said: “T his is 
all I have for m y ow n and my ch ild ­ 
ren's dinner. 
W s h a v e none of us a c ­ 
tu a lly suffered with hu n ger but I have 
had to be pretty careful to get along. 
I d o n ’t w a n t to lea v e m y little home, 
but they are talk in g of ta k in g m e to 
the c ity farm until m y child is born 
and of taking m y tw o little boys to the 
d a y nursery. 
I 
c a n ’t 
bf»ar 
to part 
w ith m y children, it w ou ld seem like 
tea rin g my heart out." 
“Tell nu* 
about how y ou r 
husband 
c a m e to leave you." said t h e reporter. 
“ I don’t know how it happened. W e 
n e \e r had an y trouble; he w a s a lw a y s 
kind 
to m e until 
he b egan 
to ride 


around on a bicycle a n d go w ith bad 
com p an y. 
It seem ed cruel of him to 
desert m e just now. 
H e w e n t a w a y 
about IO w eek s ago. and I h ave had no 
help from him since. 
M y people live in 
Ireland and I h ave no friends in this 
country. 
I w as m arried sev en years 
a fter I cam e to A m erica. 
I w a s w a rn ­ 
ing in the H am ilton m ills before I be­ 
ca m e too ill to work a n d m y overseer 
told m e that as soon a s I w as able to 
w ork I could h ave em p lo y m en t again. 
I get a lon g 
with v e ry 
little and am 
glad to do an y w ork I can get to do. 
S o m etim es I care for the b ab y of the 
lady w ho lives in the ten em en t below 
me and earn 19 cen ts occasion ally. 
I 
do a 
little w a sh in g w h en ev er 
I can 
get it. 
I have a lw a y s earned m y liv­ 
ing till now. and I do so h ate to have 
them sep a ra te me from m y children. 
My rent is $2 a w eek and I can easily 
get a lo n g w ith 12 for livin g expenses. 
“ I try to be an honest w o m a n and 
h a v e a lw a y s done m y hest. 
I go to 
m a ss ev er y Su n d ay early. 
I can Just 
throw a sh a w l over m y shoulders, and 
b y go in g early no one n otices rn**. 
"O. yes, you are at liberty to use m y 
n a m e if you wish. 
I ain w illing for 
people to know just h o w c ru e" y m y

BOSTON H A R BO R . 
T he improvement of Boston harbor is 
at 
present of paramount 
importance. 
The great draft of the modern steamship 
requires water considerably deeper than 
the present channels of the harbor af­ 
ford. 
The federal government is now 
excavating a channel 1200 feet wide aud 
30 feet deep, oil the southerly side of 
Broad Sound, between President Roads 
and the ocean. 
It ta aliso excavating a 
channel KMM) feet wide and 27 feet deep, 
from President Roads as far up the har­ 
bor as Constitution wharf. 
Even these 
improvement* are insufficient for

'Hie principal work now in the hands 
of the metropolitan sewerage commission 
is the construction of 
the 
high-level 
sewer, authorized by the legislature of 
1899. This sewer begins' at a pumping 
station to he erected on Ward 
street, 
Roxbury, aud extends through Roxbury, 
West Roxbury, Hyde Park, Milton and 
Quincy to Nut Island, and thence under 
the waters of Boston harbor to two nut­ 
lets near Peddocks 
Island. The 
total 
length of this sewer is about 16 miles. 
Most of it is from 
IO to 12 feet in 
diameter, anil its estimated cost is $4,- 
600.000. 
Several years will be required 
for ifs completion. 
The north metropolitan system, which 
drains the territory north of the Charles 
river, was completed in 1890. The legis­ 
lature of 1900, however, added a portion 
of 
Wakefield to the district, and 
pro­ 
vided for the construction of additional 
millets for Chelsea and Everett. This 
work. requiring the construction of about 
five miles of sewer, and for which the 


contour topographical survey ana map 
of the commonwealth, to lie made in co­ 
operation with the United States geo- 
1 igieal survey, the total cost of the sur­ 
rey to the commonwealth not to exceed 
$40,000.

EDUCATION. 
Tho public schools have been kept open 
on an average nine and oue-half months 
during 
the 
year—one 
and 
one-half 
months more thuu the law requires. Th® 
total expenditure for school support, ex­ 
clusive of school buildings, was $10,677,- 
486; for school buildings, $3,148,757. Of 
the total expenditure fur both purposes, 
all but $275,849 comes from local taxa­ 
tion. The local taxation for school "sup­ 
port amounts to $3.62 f»>r each $1000 of 
the state's valuation, or the same as last 
year; for school buildings, to $1.09, or 21 
cents less than last year. 


T H E C IV IL SERVICE. 


The civil service commissioners report 
an increase in the number of applicants 
examined for the classified public ser­ 
vice of the commonwealth and the cities. 
There are now under the protection of 
civil service rules about 8000 public em­ 
ployes, with ail aggregate compensation 
of approximately $8,000,000, paid by the 
public for efficient service.

Ail bills in connection with tile exten­ 
sion ami restoration of tho state house 
have been paid, and, as the unexpended

BOSTON HARBOR. 
The improvement of Boston harbor is 
• t 
present of paramount 
importance. 
The great d rift of the modern steamship 
requires water considerably deeper than 
the present channels of tho harbor a f­ 
ford. 
The federal government is now 
excavating u channel 1200 feet wide and 
30 feet deep, on the southerly side of 
Broad Sound, between President Ronds 
and the ocean. 
It is also excavating a 
channel 1000 feet wide and 27 feet deep, 
from President Roads as far up the har­ 
bor a* Constitution wharf. Even these 
improvements arc insufficient for 
the 
requirements of the port: consequently, 
a new project is now before congress for

chunnel 1500 feet wide and 35

deep,

Roads, and 1200 feet wide, of like depth, 
through the upper harbor. 
The most encouraging assurances have 
been received from Washington that this 
project will be carried through success­ 
fully.

COMMISSIONS. 


Owing to tile fact that there is a divis­ 
ion of responsibility iii tin* departm ent of 
prisons by present laws.

FLYING BATTERY. 
The opening of 
the 
new' century 
brought to H iram S. Maxim, the 
In­ 
ventor of the maxim gun, the suppos­ 
ed honor of British knighthood. Thus 
lie r Majesty the Queen has shown her 
appreciation of the most rapid method 
of destroying human life. 
No djubt 
th e maxim gun has rendered valuable 
service in South Africa, against 
the 
Hoers, although* a point 
which 
Her 
M ajesty seemed to have overlooked is 
th a t the British maxims In the hands 
a I the Boers did their best work. 
Nobody envies Maxim the doubtful 
honor of knighthood Which will 
but 
encourage 
him In the prosecution 
of 
another Invention which he has under 
way, namely a flying machine 
(nim 
which maxim guns can be fired from a 
groat elevation. 
Possibly Her Majesty hopes to 
see 
thle machine completed. It would be 
very serviceable to the British in their 
conflict with the Boers lf they 
could 
get up In the air and fire down at the 
enemy. It seems that some Invention 
of this kind must be put in operation 
before the English troops can conquer 
the Boers. If Maxim perfects that in­ 
vention, he may get a few more stripes 
of royal recognition. Ju st at present 
Kitchener Is in the greatest need of a 
few of Maxim’* flying batteries. 


Colvlle pronounced It a forgery.

This is nothing unusual as the Boers 
captured whole trains of British sup­ 
plies Including the uniforms of officers 
and privates. Besides when the Boers 
take prisoners they cannot detain them 
for any lengthy period and only take 
their arm s and uniforms arid send them 
back to camp.

tions. This ds how they wired for re­ 
inforcements In Colvile's name. 
This was not more laughable than the 
fact that for a considerable time tile 
Boers were sending 
requisitions 
for 
supplies of various kinds to the B rit­ 
ish headquarters In Cape Colony and 
had them furnished as ordered. 
In such cases they kept the English 
in the dark by capturing the supplies

reached. 
After the recent Cape invasion was 
started the British at Cape Town dis­ 
covered that they 
had been sending 
out vast quantities of dynam ite on Boer 
requisitions. A force of British troops 
was sent out to recover the dynam ite 
but It is needless to say that 
this is 
one of the things that no British sol­ 
dier wants to recover. They reported 
that they found no dynamite.

T H E PLANETS. 
During the month of 
Ja n u a ry the 
planet Mercury will successively be in 
tile constellations Scorpio, Sagittarius 
and C&pricornus. 
The planet Venus, 
too, will be in Scorpio and Sagittarius. 
She will rise between 5 and 6 o’clock 
in the morning, so th at we may catch 
a glimpse of this beautiful planet be­ 
fore Uie advancing morning twilight 
quells her light. 
She will act as 
a 
morning star until the lard of April 
and as evening star the rem ainder of 
the year. Jupiter is in Scorpio, close 
to the boundary line that 
separates 
that 
constellation 
and 
Sagittarius. 
The great planet acts as a 
morning 
star until the end of June, -and, as ill 
rises early enough in the morning it 
may be seen by early’ risers. 
ECLIPSES. 
In the course of the year there will 
be two eclipses of the sun, one of the 
moon and a lunar appulse. The earli­ 
est of these prenomena will be the lu­ 
nar appulse, on the Sd of May. 
It 
sometimes happens th at 
the 
moon 
merely passes through the penumbra 
without touching the shadow, though 
coming very near it. This is called an 
appulse, and such a one will occur on 
May 3. 
In such 
pen umbral 
eclipses, 
as they may appropriately be called, 
the loss of light is so gradual and so 
slight as to make it neces&ry for the 
observer to pay close attention to the 
phenomenon in order to notice 
an y ­ 
thing unusual. On the 17th of May a 
total eclipse of the sun will take place, 
though It will not be visible on this 
continent.

In the January evenings the 
skies 
present a magnificent a p p e n d ic e ; in 
fact, the constellation* which, In an 
earlier hour of the evening, pass our 
meridian in January, 
February 
and 
March exhibit to us the moat brilliant* 
and interesting portion of the heavens. 
Tile flue constellation OF Taurus is 
liefly recognized by the two clusters, 
he Pleiades* and the H cades, and the 
first magnitude star Alpha Tauri, 
or 
Aldebaran, iii the V-Whaped figure of 
the 11 jades. Six of the stars of 
the 
Pleiades can easily be seen, and per­ 
sons of keen eyesight claim to bt? able 
to see ten with the naked eye. 
With 
a small telescope a hundred stars may 
be seen. 
The brightest star in this 
markable group is Alcyone, of which 
the noted German astronomer, MaJler, 
thought that it was the central 
sun 
about which our own solar system re­ 
volved, 
an assertion 
that, 
however, 
has been disproved. Two stars north- 
»st of Aldebaran—Reta and Zeta, of 
the second and third magnitude, re- 
"lectlvely mark the horns of the Bull, 
while Aldebaran itself marks one of 
the eyes, for which reason it Is also 
•ailed the Bull’s Eye. 
Far down In 
the east the most brilliant of all the 
tars in the heavens Is 
Just 
rising— 
Glorious Sirius. The bright constella­ 
tion of the Twins la approaching the 
meridian.

The principal work now in the hands 
of the metropolitan sewerage commission 
is tho construction of 
the 
high-level 
sewer, authorized by the legislature of 
1899. This sewer begins at a pumping 
station to be erected on Ward 
street, 
Roxbury, and extends through Roxbury, 
West Roxbury, Hyde Park. Milton and 
Quincy to Nut Island, and thence under 
the waters of Boston harbor to two out­ 
lets near Peddocks 
Island. The 
total 
length of this sewer is about IO miles. 
Most of it is from 
IO to 12 feet in 
diameter, and its estimated cost is $4.- 
000.000. 
Several years will be required 
for its completion. 
The north metropolitan system, which 
drains the territory ne,rill of the Charles 
rivet, was completed in 1890. The legis­ 
lature of 1900, however, added a portion 
of 
Wakefield to the district, and 
pro­ 
vided for the construction of additional 
outlets for Chelsea and Everett. 
This 
work, requiring the construction of about 
five miles of sewer, and for which the 
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contour topographical survey ana map 
of the commonwealth, to be made in co­ 
operation with the United States geo­ 
logical survey, the total cost of the sur­ 
rey to the commonwealth not to exceed 
$40,000.

was intended to be

work, lasting a few 
years 
only; but the commission in charge of it 
has been in existence now for more than 
16 years, and sums aggregating $253,- 
874.59 have been appropriated for its 
use.

nevertheless, urge that, before further 
appropriations are made for topographi­ 
cal purposes, you will investigate care­ 
fully whether the value of the work jua- 
tifies the expense entailed.

EDUCATION. 
The public schools have been kept open 
on an average nine and one half months 
during 
the 
year—one 
and 
one-half 
months more than the law requires. The 
total expenditure for school support, ex­ 
clusive of school buildings, was $10,677,- 
480; for school buildings, $3,148,757. Of 
the total expenditure for both purposes, 
all but $27.5,849 comes from local taxa­ 
tion. 
The local taxation for school "sup­ 
port amounts to $3.02 for each $1900 of 
the state’s valuation, or the same as last 
year; for school buildings, to $1.09, or 21 
cents less than last year. 


THE CIVIL SERVICE. 


The civil service commissioners report 
an increase in the number of applicants 
examined for the classified public ser­ 
vice of tho commonwealth and the cities. 
There are now under the protection of 
civil service rules about 8000 public em­ 
ployes, with an aggregate compensation 
of approximately $S,000.000, paid by the 
public for efficient service.

All bills m connection with the exten­ 
sion and restoration of the state house 
have been paid, and, as the unexpended 
balance will be quite sufficient to cover 
the cost of the paintings and the com­

BOSTON HARBOR. 
The improvement of Boston harbor is* 
at 
p r e se t of paramount 
importance. 
The great draft of the modern steamship 
requires wuter considerably deeper than 
the present channels of the harbor af­ 
ford. 
The federal government is now 
excavating a chunnel 1200 feet wide and 
50 feet deep. on the southerly side of 
Broad Sound, between President Roads 
and the ocohii. 
It is also excavating a 
channel IGOU feet wide and 27 feet deep, 
from President Roads as far up tho har­ 
bor a* Constitution wharf. Even those 
imnrovements tire insufficient for 
the 
requirements of the port; consequently, 
a new project is now before congress for

channel 15(10 feet wide and 35

deep, 
from Broad Sound to 
President 
Roads, and 1200 feet wide, of like depth, 
through the upper harbor. 
The most encouraging Assurance* have 
been received from Washington that this 
project will be carried through success­ 
fully. The committee on rivers and har­ 
bors has given its sanction to a plan for 
deepening Boston harbor, which will re­ 
quire an expenditure of $8,000,000. 
COMMISSIONS. 


Owing to tile fact that there is a d ivis­ 
ion of responsibility in the department of 
prisons by present laws. I would recom­ 
mend that the offices of the commission­ 
ers of prisons and the general superin­ 
tendent of prison* be combined, bv trans­ 
ferring tin* powers of Urn general super­ 
intendent to the board of commissioners 
of prisons, and by authorizing compen­ 
sation to one member of that board, who 
shall be designated os chairman by the 
governor.
